Alaska is a paradise not only foT 
the big game hunter but for the fisher­ 
man, as well. 
H alibut are taken in 
great numbers in deep water off the 
coast of Alaska, these fish often weigh­ 
ing 600 pounds each.

tives are adepts at catching halibut 
and use hooks of their own m anufac­ 
ture made of bone or of wood and 
iron, which are said to be far more 
efficient than any shop rig. 
White 
fishermen who have tried them will 
use no other, for a fish which once has 
bitten seldom gets away. 
Sturgeon 
also exist in great numbers, as well 
as anchovies, haddock, flounder, tom- 
cod and whiting or kingfish.
